A bomb was exploded under- 
neath East St. Louis Police Com- 
missioner Russell T. Beebe's 
automobile early today, wrecking 
the automobile and shattering 
three windows in Beebe’s home 
at 1717 North Twenty-first street, 
East St. Louis. 

Beebe, who has suppressed 
large gambling operations in the 
last four years, told the Post- 
Dispatch he thought the bomb- 
ing was in retaliation for a raid 
he conducted Wednesday on 
headquarters of a racing infor- 
mation service. 

The headquarters were lo- 
cated in rooms above the Ter- 
race Lounge, 127 Collinsville 
avenue, which is reported to be 
operated by Frank (Buster) 
Workman, notorious East Side 
gangster. 

The police commissioner was 
awake in an upstairs bedroom of 
his rambling old two-story frame 
home when the explosion oc- 
curred at 1:15 am. The auto- 
mobile was parked in a driveway 
beside the house. His niece and 
secretary, Miss Mary Lou Diet- 
rich, who had returned with 
friends from the Cardinal-Mil-

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And This Conclusion Disregards Problem 
of Fallouts — Vast Underground Shel- 
ters on Fringes of Communities Sug-

LAS VEGAS, Nev., May 7— 
Nothing new or came 
out of the open atomic shot 
Thursday, nor were any previ- 
ously unknown effects learned 
from the civil defense tests 
made in connection with the 
shot. The most important re- 
sults in connection with civil de- 
fense were: 

A large number of persons 
saw the destructive power of 
a small nuclear explosion. 

Civil defense state and local 
officials from all over the 
country assembled together 
and agreed upon the inade- 
quacy of all current civil de- 
fense planning. 

A frame house and a brick 


destroyed about a mile from the 
blast. Based on previous re- 
sults of atomic tests these 
houses would also have been set 
on fire. For some reason the 
heat effect of this particular ex- 
plosion was not as great as ex- 
perience indicated. 

In terms of civil defense this 
means little. The houses were 
placed at a distance from the 
explosion, the force of which 
had been calculated as sufficient 
to destroy them. 

If a hydrogen bomb 1000 times 
as powerful had beeh unleased, 
the damage 10 miles from the 
blast would have been about the 
same that it was at one mile in 
the current test. 

The heat éffect, ‘lhowever, 
would have been much greater. 
With a hydrogen bomb 1000 
times as powerful as much heat 
would e been radiated 30 
miles from ground zero as was 
felt one mile in this test. 

Since this bomb probably was 
a test of a trigger for a hydro- 
gen bomb these figures have 
some meaning. 

ig Bombs More Efficient. 

It is unlikely that small bombs 
would be used on cities when 
big ones cost little more and can 
destroy a target even if they 
miss its center by 10 miles. The 
civil defense problem must be 
calculated, not from the effects 
of an explosion releasing energy 
equivalent to 30,000 tons of TNT 
—600 normal freight car loads of 
explosive—but from an explo- 
sive force of 30,000,000 tons of 
TNT — or 600,000 freight car 
loads—or 6000 freight trains of 
100 cars each. 

With such a bomb—and there 
are many such in American and 
Soviet arsenals—the radius of 
complete destruction is about 10 
miles and the radius of sevére 
and partial destruction and of 
fire is about 30 miles. 

Disregarding the problem of 
radioactive fallout, the magni- 
tude of the disaster cannot be 
met by any civil defense plans 
in existence today. In lieu of 
anything better, civil defense 
now depends on evacuation of 
cities. 

Evacuation Drawbacks. 

This idea is not attractive, but 
even so it does not seem to have 
been adequately evaluated, in 
the opinion of many civil de- 
fense officials here. 

Assume, for example, that 
warning of an attack is given, a 
bona fide warning, that is, and 
not one such as was received 
on the West Coast Friday, The 
enemy air formations pass over 
Greenland and Canada. The 
alert is given from Minneapolis 
and St. Louis to the Atlantic 
Coast. All the largest Midwest, 
central and Atlantic cities are 
evacuated. 

The enemy attack is turned 
back. The evacuees return to 
their homes after a night in the 
fields and roadside ditches to 
find them looted. How many 
will evacuate a second time? 

Assume that this warning oc-

curs in the middle of the winter. 
How many will really leave their 
warm homes to trudge or motor 
out into the country to freeze 
for the night. 

Apathy of People Feared. 

Evacuation may mean sur- 
vival, but many civil defense 
officials fear that Americans, 
with their inherent optimism, 
will decide that the enemy bomb 
does not have his name on it 
and will take a chance on this 
conviction. 

Instead of trudging out of the 
city to sleep in the ditches or 
in their autos, one suggestion 
has been advanced that the gov- 
ernment, local or national, subsi- 
dize vast underground shelters 
on the fringes of the cities. In 
time of peace these would be 
used as parking garages. In war 
they would be reserved as shel- 


ers. 

Such shelters should be pro- 
vided with standby power and 
water facilities, with ventilators, 
and could shelter temporarily 
thousands against the danger of 
radioactive fallout. They could 
be reached within the warning 
time likely to be available. The 
advocates of this fringe ring of 
shelters also believe that the 
same idea should be followed 
within our great cities. It is 
true, they admit, that a direct 
hit from a hydrogen bomb would 
destroy any shelter, but direct 
hits are unlikely. Any good shel- 
ter is better, they say, than a 


reached. 
Basement Shelters Effective. 


shown that good basement shel- 
ters, as well as improvised ones 
not so good, can give an amazing 
degree of protection. In the cur- 
rent test, in the two houses that 
were completely destroyed, base- 
ment shelters with animals in 
them, protected the animals com- 
pletely. The vast power of the 
hydrogen bomb has induced a 
defeatist tendency about indi- 
vidual shelter. The conviction 
is growing amongst civil defense 
officials that this independent 
means of protection should not 
be disregarded. 

A major aspect of civil de- 
fense that gets too little atten- 
tion from the layman, according 
to doctors who are worrying 
about the problem, is the care of 
the burned, injured and poi- 
soned. 

There might be 100,000 or 
200,000 in this class if St. Louis 
were bombed. Ask your doctor 
where such numbers can be 
cared for. He will tell you no- 
where. But half who might die 
could be saved if they could be 
cared for. 


Warehouses as Hospitals. 

One distinguished doctor who 
has worried about this problem 
proposes that a series of fringe 
warehouses be built around the 
perimeter of our lafge cities 
that could be converted over- 
night into hospitals. He would 
subsidize these to make them 
available to the large merchan- 
dising concerns and would 
build high-speed access high- 
ways to them. 

One of the typical installa- 
tions—there might be 10—would 
be an actual hospital and would 
provide the nucleus for the op- 
eration of others in time of war. 
The warehouses would be emp- 
tied for war, and their stocks 
piled outside under tarpaulins 
and the warehouse space con- 
verted into hospital space. 

None of these ideas would 
provide a complete solution. But 
ten 2000-bed emergency hospi- 
tals might well save 20,000 
lives, or more. 

There is general agreement 
among the conscientious invest!- 
gators of the problems of civil 
defense that the awful realities 
of the problems that may have 
to be faced within a few years 
have not yet been touched.

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Crime and the Police 


The cold.figures that dramatize the alarming 
rise in the St. Louis crime rate since the end 
of World War II have come as a shock and a 
surprise to a great many citizens. — 

By and large the Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment has enjoyed the confidence and respect of 
St. Louisans. And while newspaper accounts 
may have given the impression that St. Louis 
county was suffering more than its share of 
crime, most people thought that surely the city's 
record was acceptable. Unfortunately it was not. 

Not only has the crime rate in the city sub- 
stantially outdistanced the average increase 
reported in other large urban areas; the per- 
centage of unsolved crimes in St. Louis has 
risen steadily since the years 1949-50. Last year, 
for example, only 22 per cent of the major 
crimes were solved, That is just about one in five. 

What is wrong? Police Board President I. A. 
Long says part of the difficulty arises from the 
fact that bate number of policemen has not 
kept pace with the wemotsing incidence of 
lawbreaking. 

Manpower is an essential ingredient in police 
protection, and forthe Jast several years the 
St. Louis department ha# suffered from chronic 
understrength caused by low pay. Indeed, as of 
now, the force is some 78 men under its author- 
ized ceiling of 1915 officers. Pay rises voted 
recently by the Legislature have put the depart- 
ment in position where it shortly will be at full 
strength. 

Meantime the Police Board is now attempting 
to employ its existing manpower as efficiently 
as possible. Among other things it is working 
to realign police districts which have not been 
changed for years; it has established mobile 
units to reinforce beats in neighborhoods where 
the crime rate is rising and, wherever possible, 
it is moving men from traffic duty to beat patrol. 

These measures represent commendable ef- 
forts to deal with the problem without asking 
the Legislature for an increase in the depart- 
ment’s authorized strength, which has been at 
its current level since the middle 1930s. But is 
it possible to do the kind of job that conditions 
demand without asking for more men? 


A bill just passed by the House at Jefferson — 


City would permit the Board to expand the de- | 
partment by 95 officers, each of whom would be 
required to patrol a beat. The bill, introduced by 
Representative Martino, had the support of all 
the St. Louis Representatives. 

Since the General Assembly. will have no reg- 
ular session during the next 19 months, and as 
there is no visible showing that the crime rate 
is going to halt its long upward climb, the 
authorization for these 95 extra police certainly 
should be enacted. 

This bill is now in the Senate which has only 
a week for action. Considering the 99 to 0 vote 
by which the House passed the measure and the 
fact that there has been no evidence presented 
against it, St. Louis is entitled to ask for a favor- 
able Senate vote. 
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The Indian Outposts Had to Go

18 Who’ Are Responsible 

Though passed by the Missouri Senate more 
than three weeks ago, St. Louis's off-street park- 
ing bill remains bottled up in a committee of the 
House. Meanwhile, the Legislature is speeding 
toward a close. Quick action within the next 
few days is essential to the enactment of this 
legislation. 

Adequate parking space being an absolute ne- 
cessity for the prosperity and progress of down- 


town St. is, this bill is a particular responsi- 
bility of tm St. Louis delegation at Jefferson 
City. Mos mediately it is the responsibility 


of Represe ve John M. Lavin of the Sixteenth 
district of St. Louis to help pry it out of the 
Committee on Government Organization, of 
which he is the only St. Louis member. 

The 17 other St. Leuis Representatives like- 
wise bear responsibility for getting the bill out 
for a vote, and for seeing to it that the vote is 
favorable. With Representative Lavin they will 
be held responsible for the fate of the measure. 
If they should let it die they would be fronting 
for the private parking lot operators. Their con- 
stituents will be concerned to see how well they 
are represented in this regard in these next cru- 
cial few days. 
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Between Compound and Cure 

What preparations if any are being made in 
St. Louis county for compliance if the State Tax 
Commission refuses to be diverted from its order 
for an over-all increase in county property as- 
sessments? 

The answer seems to be none, and that is too 
bad. True, a committee of the County Council 
has developed a general proposal for a parcel- 
by-parcel reassessment. This is the only method 
of curing the shocking inequities that county 
officials admit now exist in the county's proper- 
ty-tax structure. 

But it is neither planned nor possible for the 
reassessment to take effect in time to be re- 
flected on this year's tax bills. What if the Tax 
Commission makes good on its warnings, which 
have been shouted from the housetops, and or- 
ders an over-all increase in valuations this year? 

County officials answer that they would be 
left with no alternative but to impose a county- 
wide blanket increase—an action they contend 
would the existing inequities. 

If this is the only alternative it is a bleak one 
indeed. But is it? Is there no middle ground 
between the blanket increase on the one hand, 
which would compound inequities, and the indi- 
vidual reassessment on the other, which would 
cure them? Could it be that valuations in one 
township are higher, on the average, than in the 
county as a whole? If so, shouldn't the blanket 
increase within that township be less than in 
the county as a whole? 

If the inequities are not grounded principally 


in geography, could it be that they are grounded 
in time—that is, are newer homes assessed on 
the average higher than medium-aged or older 
homes? If so, homes a year or two old might 
well receive only a small blanket increase, while 
those slightly older would be increased some- 
what more, and so on. 

County officials enjoy a grace period of some 
six weeks before the Tax Commission is legally 
empowered to order them to increase valuations. 
They will make a serious mistake if they do not 
use that time in seeking to discover some pat- 
tern ip the assessments under which it might be 
possible'to lessen the existing inequities, not com- 
pound them, if the state order comes through. 
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‘The Unreliable Voters’ 


Public opinion polls now are distressing old- 
line observers in England as they have long 
bothered American political writers. When gen- 
eral elections were called for May 26, there was 
an almost universal expression that Sir Anthony 
Eden and the Conservatives would win—and get 
a more comfortable working margin than they 
now have in the House of Commons. 

But now the pre-election polls suggest that 
the Labor vote is stronger than was assumed— 
and growing. The Bevan split—roughly patched 
for the campaigning—seems to be ignored. Ap- 
parently the high prosperity under the Conserv- 
atives is being offset to some extent by the pos- 
sibility of economic troubles ahead. And maybe 
the retirement of Sir Winston Churchill has 
something to do with it. 

In any event, those who had predicted a Con- 
servative victory on the basis of the facts of 
the political situation now are trying to find 
explanations for the polls; and they are modify- 
ing their own views accordingly. 

This relatively new game of almost day-to-day 
guesses and predictions of election results in- 
evitably detracts from the discussion of policies 
and personalities which should precede a demo- 
cratic election. But now that the polls have been 
brought into the scene, human curiosity—espe- 
cially the desire to be even better acquainted 
with tomorrow than with today—will hardly 
have it otherwise. . 

The element of doubt, however, causes The 
Economist to speak of “the unreliable voters.” 
But why should citizens make their decisions and 
let them be known before they enter the polling 
booths? It is worth noting, however, that despite 
the pollsters’ alarms no disinterested observers 
have yet switched to the prediction of a Labor 
victory. They count, in part, on the heavy con- 
centration of Labor votes in the cities where 
they win seats by big margins, but may not win 
as many seats as the Conservative votes spread 
more widely across the country. 

In any event, those who have hard money 
involved, the bookmakers, are offering 3 to 1 
that the victory will go to Eden and the 
Conservatives. 
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Invitation to Glen Palmer 

Just about the weirdest reason imaginable for 
eliminating Grand Marais State Park from the 
Illinois state park system has been announced by 
Glen Palmer, Conservation Director In the Ad- 
ministration of Gov. Stratton. Objecting to Grand 
Marais as without historical or other significance, 
Mr. Palmer would abandon it because, so he 
says: “I don’t know any good reason why Illinois 
should supply Missouri with a park.” 


We must suggest that Mr. Palmer come down 
from Springfield and look over the parks in this 
area. If he does he will find that for each St. 
Leuisan who ever goes te Grand Marais, indeed 


for each St..Leuisan who has ever heard of — 


Grand Marais; there ar¢ many Illinoisans who 
go to Forest Park and other St. Louis parks and 
Missouri parks in the Ozarks and elsewhere in 
the State. Grand Marais is a park primarily for 
the people of East St. Louis and the populous 
area in St. Clair and Madison counties. In view 
of the fact that the area will become still more 
heavily populated, Illinois would be foolish to 
abandon a park which it will need in the future 
even more than it does now. 

Gov. Stratton ought to call in Mr. Palmer and 
talk over the matter of State parks with him. If 
Mr. Palmer’s notion that Grand Marais is being 
kept up solely for Missourians is a sample of 
what he knows about Illinois park use and park 
development, he lacks a lot of being the best- 
equipped man in Illinois for his job. 
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A Word We Could Lose 


“Forty-Six Governors in Washington for Brief- 
ings,” says the headline, and the word “brief- 
ing” sticks in the craw. Its origins are honest 
and honorable, but it has come into rather bad 
repute—and not only with the English scholars 
who never did like it. 

The word got its start among the commanders 
of World War II. It meant, literally, a brief ex- 
planation. When the Very Important Persons 
came along in the wake of the armies, they too 
were given “briefings”—and they did not object. 
But somehow an impression has attached itself 
to this word that the process it represents may 
be one of concealment as well as of revelation. 
Words like men sometimes lose caste without 
much cause. 

In this case there need be no great concern. 
“Briefing” could be dropped from the American 
language and never missed. There always were 
better words, e.g. “summary.” 
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Il!-Timed Tax Cut 


Members of the Legislature will have a lot of 
explaining to do if they finally pass the sales tax 
increase bill after voting to reduce the sales tax 
on automobiles by $5,000,000 a year. 


If the state treasury is well enough off to af- 
ford a $5,000,000-a-year favor to auto buyers and 
dealers, how can the Legislature ask the people 
to approve a $25,000,000-a-year increase in the 
tax on all retail sales? 


That is the question voters will ask, and quite 
properly, if they face a sales tax increase refer- 
endum this fall, as voted already by the Senate. 
The voters will also be justified in scrutinizing 
the roll calls to find out which of their represen- 
tatives voted tax relief on automobiles but re- 
jected tax relief on food. 


Many members of the House, apparently, 
voted for the cut in auto sales taxes in the be- 
lief that the Senate would conveniently kill the 
bill. The Senate has now fooled them by passing 
the bill. But it remains a piece of special-interest 
legislation that has no business being enacted, 
especially at a time when, as nearly everybody 
in Jefferson City has been saying, the state faces 
a need for more revenue. 

If there is a case for exempting the value of 
trade-ins from the sales tax on a new or used 

ar, there is also a for exempting trade-ins 
on refrigerators, stoves, TV sets and anything 
else. But the only fair way to levy a retail sales 
tax, after all, is to levy it on the retail sales 
price. Gov. Donnelly, we trust, will uphold that 
principle by vetoing a bad bill.

How Big Should Co-ops Get? 


They already serve as measuring stick for price and quality, 
says head of one; but though 12,000,000 Americans own stock, 
they are still small; grown large enough, they could, he de- 
clares, do much to help the world toward peace and plenty. 


Murray D. Lincoln, President of the Farm Bureau Mutual Automobile 
Insurance Co. of Columbus, in The Reporter Magazine 


1 was telling the House Committee 
on Agriculturé that co-operative busi- 
ness ought to get a large-scale test as an 
integra part of a national food program. 

“Say,” said a Congressman, bristling, 
his colleagues primed te press the at- 
tack, “just how big yuh gonna get?” 

Once again the question threw me. I 
still can’t quite believe that anybody 
worries seriously about the bigness of 
co-operatives when I spend so much 
time worrying why they're as small as 
they are. 

Co-operatives aren't nearly big enough 
to do the job in this country that they 
are cut out to do. Co-ops will be big 
enough, only when their operation is 
effective in (1) diminishing the need for 
government help and increasing the 
number of people who have ownership 
stakes in the national economy and (2) 
serving as a free-enterprise yardstick 
against which the efficiency of the econ- 
omy can be measured. 

Statistically, I suppose co-ops already 
figure big enough. More than 12,000,000 
United States families own shares in 
co-operatives—three times as many as 
own stock in all the corporations listed 
on the nation’s stock exchanges. 

Two out of three of the nation’s 
6,000,000 farmers belong to one co-oper- 
ative or more. Their co-operatives mar- 
ket 25 per cent of all farm crops and 
buy 20 per cent of all farm supplies, in- 
cluding 15 per cent of their fertilizer 
and 16 per cent of their petroleum 
products. 


Many Needs Are Fulfilled 


The fourth largest insurer of auto- 
mobiles is the co-operatively oriented 
Farm Bureau Mutual Automobile Insur- 
ance Company of Columbus, O. As its 
president, I'd like to say that we were 
glad to lend $4,000,000 to make one old 
co-operative dream come true: national 
distribution of fruits and vegetables on 
a multiplecommodity basis by one co- 
operative, American National Foods. 

Rural electric co-operatives, with 
nearly 4,000,000 members, are credited 
with bringing electricity to nearly 90 
per cent of United States farms. 

Credit unions now number 15,000 
with nearly 8,000,000 members and as- 
sets topping $2 billion. 

Scattered over the nation are co-oper- 
ative shopping centers, hospitals, medi- 
cal-care plans, and home-ownership 
projects. There is hardly an economic or 
social need that people somewhere in 
this land are not trying to meet for 
themselves co-operatively. 

Yet, co-operatives do no more than 
two or three per cent of the nation’s 
business. One corporation, General Mo- 
tors, in 1953 did a volume of business 
as great as that of all the farmers’ mar- 
keting and purchasing co-operatives. 

The combined assets of our co-op- 
minded insurance companies are less 
than 2 per cent of the largest non-co- 
operative-type com 

It must be rem red, too, as red 
various state-wide and regional 
egeees rate for the nrost part independent 

each other; in some cases they com- 
pete with each other. Many regional 


and state-wide co-ops, however, have 
joined to form national educational and 
promotional organizations such as the 
Go-operative League, the American In- 
stitute of, Cooperation, the National 
Council of Farmer Co-operatives, the 
National Rural Electric Co-operative As- 
sociation, and the Credit Union National 
Association. | 

The size and scope of co-operatives 
today is far too small to suit those of us 
who believe that co-operatives can do 
much to help push the world toward 
plenty and peace. 

Yet, small as they are, they already 
have exerted a healthy “people's” in- 
fluence on segments of the economy, 
particularly in their yardstick role. 


Because they are nonprofit in charac- 
ter, co-operatives can act as a cost-and- 
quality measuring stick and serve as a 
monopoly-repellent. Sweden, where co- 
ops long have been known as “trust- 
busters,” is a notable example. 


‘Without Co-Op Competition . . .” 


When Ohio farmers first began poo)- 
ing their funds to buy fertilizer by the 
carload, prices dropped 10 per. cent. 
A Government observer has reported 
drops of from $5 to $20 a ton in retail 
prices of feed and fertilizer as co-ops 
became effective forces in the industry. 


When farmers openei the world’s 
first oil co-op at Cottonwood, Minn., in 
1921, gasoline prices dropped several 
cents a gallon. 

At the dedication of a co-op refinery 
not long ago, a spokesman for a big oil 
company declared that “Without co-op 
competition, we would have government 
control and the oil industry would be a 
public utility.” Co-op refineries, he 
added, “are just as important to the 
major oil companies as they are to the 
people who use their products.” 

When rural eléctrification co-opera- 
tives began operating in Ohio, power 
rates generall in that state were sliced 
in two, not ju3t for co-op members but 
for all rural consumers of electricity, 


Foreign Delegates Study System 


Credit unions, probably the fastest- 
growing kind of co-operative, have 
forced interest rates on small loans 
downward and are perhaps the most- 
feared enemy of loan sharks. 

CARE, the C rative for American 
Remittances to Everywhere, probably 
has attracted more attention than any 
other one ‘co-op because of its efficient 
people-to-people distribution of more 
than $160,000,000 worth of food and 
other supplies to hungry and sick people 
in many parts of the world. 


Scarcely a week passes without a dele- 
gation from Japan or Iran or Indonesia 
or India or Egypt or some other faraway 
country arriving to visit the Co-opera- 
tive League or one of its members to 
learn about co-operative methods. 

They come because they believe their 
best long-run chance to stem Commu- 
nism is to build democratic businesses 
like co-operatives as the balance wheel 
of their economies.

Parish Portraits. 


Bishop Lichtenberger said he 
was not using “Missouri por- 
traits, but parishes like these 
can be found in any diocese.”

“This first parish is almost a 
century old. The town it is in 
has four times as many people 
as it had 25 years ago but the 
parish has just about the same 
number of members. The weekly 
routine never varies save in the 
summer and Lent: Holy Com- 
munion at 8, church school 9:30, 
= prayer and sermon at 

with Holy Communion the 
first Sunday of each month. 
Woman's Auxiliary on Wednes- 
day, choir rehearsal Friday, Holy 
Communion on major holy days 
unless they happen to fall on 
Saturday or Monday, and a few 
extra services in Lent. 


“A new hymn tune reduces 
the congregation to silence, and 
if the rector happens to stumble 
up the chancel steps the people 
think he has gone high church.

“In such a parish new people 
are likely to be regarded with 
suspicion until they have proved 
themselves, and new ideas are 
vetoed with the comment, “That 
wouldn’t work here, we’ve never 
done it that way.’

“I am convinced,” Bishop 
Lichtenberger said. “that just as 
self-centeredness is the root of 
our own personal sin and that 
from which we must be saved, 
so parochialism, a congregation 
turned inward upon itself, living 
primarily for itself, with nearly 
all its energies diverted towards 
those who already belong, is the 
most persistent and effective 
enemy the church encounters.”

There are adolescent slumps, 
just spells of awkwardness teams 
have for a game or two. These 
mature quickly sometimes, into 
such full-grown beauties as now 
embrace the Cardinals. To their 
credit, they are trying to re- 
member all that mother told 
them, and get rid of the vamp. 

The Cardinals have been strug- 
gling ever since they lost the 
second game of a doubleheader 
Sunday at Pittsburgh. They were 
the original inspiration, lest 
credit be overlooked, for the 
Pirates’ present impersonation of 
a team that has heard Brooklyn 
still is in the league and mathe- 
matically has not clinched the 
pennant. 


Manager Eddie Stanky, re- 
minded by a student of gravity 
that what goes up must come 
down and that the Dodgers cer- 
tainly are going up, said “Nuts 
to Mr. Walter O’Malley’s Brook- 
lyn Dodgers. We've got to get 
back to .500, where we can make 
a move. Get a winning streak 
of five or six, and this can 
come alive again.” 

Signs of Life. 

Last night at Busch Stadium, 
Stanky and 13,803 spectators saw 
signs of life within the Cardi- 
nals.

In fact that’s the only kind I 
seem to meet. What's the matter 
with all of us, Dr..

APPARENTLY many people 
do e to fail again, Mrs. N., 
and t expectation is one o 
the influences that makes them 
fail.

Maybe you really had a hope- 
less partner the first time. If 
you were married to a man who 
was a chronic alcoholic or who 
became insane, you could hardly 
blame yourself much for failing 
to make a good marriage with 
him. But we'll have to be honest 
enough to admit that most of the 
divorces are not given on such 
serious grounds.

MANY PEOPLE make a suc- 
cess of the second marriage be- 
cause they feel that they have 
to do so in order to justify their 
failure the first time. If a woman 
or man fails several times in 
succession (and plenty of them 
do), we have every reason to 
think there is something the 
matter with them. 

Failure in marfiage is an ex- 
tremely serious failure, and no 
one likes to carry such a stigma. 
The divorced person will there- 
fore make greater effort, greater 
sacrifices in the second marriage, 
and by making a success of this 
one will let the public think that 
the failure in the first marriage 
must have been the other fel- 
low’s fault. Haven't you known 
of many cases like this yourself, 
Mrs. N., in which you remarked, 
“Well, if she had tried as hard 
to be a good homemaker instead 
of a nagger the first time as 
she’s trying now, she'd still have 
her first husband.” Or, “If Jim 
had been as,generous with Betty 
as he is with Ellen since he 
married her, Betty wouldn't have 
walked out on him.” 

Finally and fortunately, many 
people do profit by past experi- 
ence. They take stock of them- 
selves, recognizing the errors 
they made, and take the neces- 
sary steps to avoid repeating 
them. 

Do that yourself, Mrs. N., and 
you will have no cause to re- 
gret it.

UDDING mixes are wonder- 

ful. At least some of them 

are as good and better than 
desserts of the same type that 
have been coming out of the 
home kitchen. 


There are a few puddings that 
manufacturers have not yet been 
able to duplicate. This does not 
disturb me in the least. In fact, 
I am rather glad that there are 
a few specialties left for me and 
others to prepare, “from 
scratch.” 


One of these is the old-fash- 
foned rice pudding. A reader 
asks for a recipe which will sat- 
isfy her husband who raves, as 
she says, about rice pudding 
served in the chop-house where 
he lunches occasionally. Appar- 
ently most men are fond of this 
type of pudding, as it is often 
the only dessert besides pie and 
ice cream listed on a menu. 


A creamy, old-fashioned rice 
pudding takes but a moment to 
mix, but a long time to bake in 
a very slow oven. The ingredi- 
ents are rice, milk, salt, sugar 
and a dash of nutmeg. Raisins 
are often added but just as often 
they are not. 

Several times during the bak- 
ing the light crust that forms 
over the top must be stirred back 
into the mixture. The time of 
baking will depend upon the 
type of rice used. Enough starch 
must cook out of the rice to 
thicken the milk to the point 
where the liquid will be as thick 
as heavy cream.

Wash rice thoroughly and 
drain. Combine all ingredients 
and pour in buttered 14%4-quart 
baking dish. Bake in very slow 
oven (250 degrees) about two 
hours, stirring at least three 
times during the first hour to 
break crust that forms. Do not 
stir during last hour of cooking. 
Chill before serving. Yield: Six 
servings. Note: Add one-half 
cup raisins before baking, if de- 
sired. 

Custard Rice Pudding. 

Two eggs, lightly beaten, one- 
third cup sugar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one and one-half cups 
milk, two cups cooked rice, one- 
eighth teaspoon cinnamon or 
nutmeg, one-eighth teaspoon 
grated lemon rind, one-half cup 
raisins. 

Combine first three ingredi- 
ents in top of double boiler. Stir 
in milk. Cook over hot water 
(not boiling) until mixture coats 
a metal spoon, stirring constant- 
ly. Add rice, cinnamon or nut- 
meg, lemon rind and raisins. 
Mix well. Serve cold with plain 
or whipped cream, if desired. 
Yield: Six servings.

As in war, the contestant who 
looks for safety first, last and 
always, is almost sure to end up 
in a really dangerous position.

This deal came up in a high- 
level rubber game at a New York 
club. West, an outstanding ex- 
pert, invoked an expert’s privi- 
lege in opening with a heart bid, 
North passed, East responded 
with one no-trump, and 
South... 

But before we name South's 
call, let’s speculate on what the 
average South would be apt to 
do in this situation. 

It is safe to say, we think, that 
this average South would not 
even consider any action except 
a double of the no-trump. He 
would either have visions of the 
double being left in, all around 
the table, with the consequence 
of his running off the first nine 
tricks, or he would feel that only 
via this double could he hope to 
acquaint his partner with the 
power of his own (South’s) hand, 
so that North might take appro- 
priate action. 

But now, still speculating, let’s 
see how the auction might well 
go with this beginning: 


West North East South 
1¢@ Pass 1N.T. Dbl. 
2¢ 2@ Kh ? 


Once west gets in the heart 
re-bid and East raises the heart 
suit (to suggest a save, if noth- 
ing better), South might as well 
forget about making a substan- 
tial profit on this deal. If, by 
chance, he mentions three no- 
trump, West will certainly sacri- 


fice at four hearts — and go 
down only one if permitted to 
play that contract. Then if 


South tries for five diamonds, he 
goes down one. 

But the actual South fore- 
stalled all this. He knew a good 
gambje when he saw one. So he 
bid three no-trump over East's 
one no-trump—and the bidding 
went: pass, pass, pass. 


Immunization Hints 


For Travel Abroad 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 


ITH the approach of the 
W vacation season many per- 

sons are planning trips to 
foreign countries. Because im- 
munization requirements vary 
in different countries travelers 
may be required to show proof 
of inoculations against smallpox, 
yellow fever, typhus and cholera. 

By obtaining the necessary 
immunizations before starting a 
trip you can avoid delays at 
ports of entry. Information re- 
garding travel requirements can 
be secured from the consulates 
of the various countries to be 
visited, or by calling the St. 
Louis health division, MAin 
1-5560, Station 261.. 

» * &* 

AN “International Certificate 
of Inoculation and Vaccination” 
is furnished each traveler when 
he applies for his visa, on which 
his physician will record his 
immunizations. 

In addition to this immuniza- 
tion certificate some countries 
require a health certificate, is- 
sued by a physician, stating that 
the traveler is in good physical 
and mental condition and free 
from communicable disease. 

To be valid these certificates 
must bear the official seal of 
the local health department in 
the area in which the immuniz- 
ing physician practices. 

. 


* . 

THE United States foreign 
quarantine regulations require 
that all persons—whether Amer- 
icans or nationals of other coun- 
tries—present, upon entering 
this country, a certificate show- 
ing satisfactory evidence of vac- 
cination against smallpox with- 
in three years prior to arrival, 
or evidence of a previous attack 
of smallpox. 

For additional protection the 
St. Louis health division recom- 
mends that everyone traveling 
abroad be immunized against 
typhoid and paratyphoid fever, 
and that all children under the 
age 16 be immunized against 
diptheria. 

All immunizations, except the 
yellow fever inoculation, may 
be obtained from a private phy- 
sician. Because yellow fever vac- 
cine is not available commer- 
clally this inoculation is only 
given at specified stations of the 
Public Health Service.
